“While fully understanding the 
wdlingncss of a number of coun- 
tries to provide security assis- 
tance, Indonesia docs not foresee 
the for the introduction of a 

multinational or. peacekeeping 
force at this stage,” he told an 
open council meeting. “Such an 
operation may well exacerbate 
the situadon and be counterpro- 
ductive, however well-inten- 
tioned it may be.” 

The refusal came after 50 
ambassadors publicly aired their 
criddsm of Indonesia for failing 
to live up to its obligations to ’ 
maintain peace in East Timor. 

On Aug. 30, three-quarters of 
East Timor’s 800,000 people 
voted for independence in a U.N.- 
supervised referendum. Anti- 
independence militias with the 
aedve suppm of Indonesia's mili- 
tary and police have since waged 
a campaign of terror against the 
territory’s people and U.N. staff, 
with aid agcndcs csdmating that

Rat-packing history 

Former Riggins mayor saves memorabilia of wars 


, RIGGINS (AP) - Ace Barton 
has been collecting things since 
be was a boy growing up on his 
mother's isolated ranch in Hells 
Ciinyon. He calls himself a puck 
rat, but that doesn't begin to 
cover it.

Rival trout are moved 
toaidthTeatened fish" 


BOISE (AP) - Biologists arc 
giving one of Idaho’s native 
threatened fish a helping hand 
by reducing competition for 
space and food in a stretch of the 
^ise River. 

The U.S. Forest Service, Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game 
and the Idaho Division of 
Erivironmoncal Quality arc 
removing brook trout from seven 
miles of Pikes Fork Creek, a trib* 
utary of the North Fork of the 
Boise River. 

It provides prime habitat for 
bull trout, designated as threat- 
ened under the Endangered 
Species Act. 

“The pre.scnce of brook trout is 
harmful to bull trout for two 
main rea.sons” said Tim Burton, 
Boise National Forest fisheries 
biologist. “First, brook trout, 
which are not native to Idaho, 
and buU trout can spawn togeth- 
er and create hybrid offspring, 
whidi don’t survive well. 

“Second, brook trout carry a 
lot more eggs than bull trout, so 
brook trout can overwhelm 
streams with a lot of fish that 
compete with bull trout for space 
and food and push bull trout out 
of the habitat.’’ 


Over the last two years, the 
agencies and volunteers have 
removed about 2,500 brook trout 
from the stream, most of the pop- 
, ulation. They are removed by 
putting on electric current in the 
water, momentarily stunning 
them and drawing them out by 
net. 

The Forest Service then put a 
fish barrier in ^he creek. It is 
designed to prevent fish under a 
foot in length from passing over 
the barrier. It should keep brook 
trout out because they do not 
grow very large, while the larger, 
migrating bull trout can pass 
over easily. 

While removing the. “brook- 
ics," the agencies counted five 
bull trout in tlic creek, which is 
not surprising because of the 
imbalance, Burton said. 

“What wc find in streams 
where the habitat is intact and 
we have brook trodt is if wc give 
bull trout a chance, they can 
overcome that competitive 
advantage that brook trout have 
' and take back the system,” said 
Scott Grundcr, Fish and Game 
environmental biologist. 

“We hope that will happen 
here.” 


Perch may not need help 
rebounding from decline

LONDON (AP) - An elderly 
woman exposed as on important, 
long-serving Soviet spy says that 
she would do it all again because 
of her belief in communism. 

"I did what I did, not to make

Gsnerus walked away from the federal 
courthouse last week after pleading 
guilty to a single misdemeanor count and 
paying a $10,000 fine for understating the 
amount of financial assistance he provid- 
ed to a former mistress.

Congress, properly appalled by the 
lack of proportion in these and earlier 
notably including Starr's endless 
pursuit of CImton. let the independent 
counsel ^tute lapse earlier tl^ sum- 
mer.

“oppose hog farming by any 
means,” but wants to make sure 
that they do not adversely affect 
the community. 

A concern of Olson is that the 
regulations don't yet enforce 
facilities to have features that 
would reduce the loxidty of tiic 
air from manure odors. Visiting . 
mega-hog operations in other 
states has shown him the dangers 
of facilities that don’t regulate 
their odors, and he hopes that 
measures to prevent such odors 
will be enforced. 

Olson said that his research lus 
revealed that “hog manure is lO 
times more loxie and produces lO 
times more sulfur dioxide,” than 
other mamue. 

Such odors, and the contention 
that hog manure is more toxic 
than that of other animals has 
been a controversial point. 

“Tlierc’s never bora any sden- 
lific evidence to substantiate" 
that,” said David Roper, who 
owns a 140 -SOW hog farm near

Roper is concerned that the 
proposed regulations send a neg- 
ative message to people about 
hog farming. He said he thinks it 
is loo bad that the regulations 
target poultry and swine, while 
leaving livestock and riwcp out. 

“My first concern would be 
simply, if these regulations are to 
benefit sodety, why would they 
la^t those qiedcs?” Roper 
said. 

Roper advocates the growth of 
the hog industry in Idaho. 
According to Roper. Idaho 
imports 99 percent of all hogs 
that arc consumed. He said hog 
farmers arc in a minority in 
Idaho, and continue to diminish, 
in a land where the number of 
dairy farms continue to grow 
with little rcgubtoiy control. 

“It’s just a matter of, *wlv us?*” 
Roper said. 

Roper also wondered about the 
cost of enforcing and monitoring 
the regulations every year. 

“This is going to come at an 
enormous cost," Roper said

Marvel noted in his June I 
appeal that only 1.7 miles of 
pipeline and 1.5 miles of fence 
had been installed. BLM oftidals 
acknowledged that two-thirds of 
the riparian area along Cedar 
Creek was in trouble and half of 
that was deteriorating. They also 
noted that several other locations 
on the allotments grazing were not 
meeting requirements. 

Wth the stay denied. BLM has 
transferred to Sim plot graziiig per- 
mits to 14392 animal-unit months. 
An AUM is a unit of grazing man- 
agerheht that represents the 
amount of forage eaten by a cow 
and her calf in one month. BLM 
also, transferred 1,633 AUMs in . 
Nevada. 

Marvel’s appeal contends BLM 
officials approved the transfers 


without properly u.vsessing envi- 
ronmcntal effucts of continued 
grazing. The appeal charges that 
the BLM issued grazing permits 
without conditions that, Marvel, 
dting BUiTs documents, dmtends 
arc needed to reduce damage 
caused by grazing and to live up to 
the 1987 jarbidge Resource 
Management Flan. 

' Jarbidge Resource . Area 
Manager Ed Guerrero contends 
BLM offidols complied with envi- 
ronmental and federal land man- 
agement laws in approving the 
transfers.

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Analysts: Quakes threaten private schools 


LOS ANGELES - Fifteen years 
' ago, a state panel issued an 
urgent warning; Private schools 
housing hundreds of thousands 
of California children were built 
to less rigid seismic standards 
than public schools and need to 
be evaluated for hazards. 

Later, after the 1994 
Northridge earthquake, a state 
Seismic Safety Commission 

mcmbor-di>clared,— Ghildren^iiv^ 

private schools arc at a greater 
relative risk ... ” 

Nonetheless, neither the state 
nor private schools have ever 
fully assessed the quake rcsis< 
tance of the buildings that house 
630,000 students - about one in 
10 of the state’s kindergarten 
througl) 12th-gmde pupils. 

inten'iews with dozens of cdu< 
cators, engineers and state 
experts reveal a rough patch- 
work of seismic protection in the 
nation's largest collection of pri- 
vate schools. 

Most officials say tlicy conduct 
quake drills and stock; emer- 
gency supplies, and some - 
including the Roman Catholic 
• dioceses in Los Angeles and 
Orange counties - have conduct- 

retrofitting. 

But others - such as an associa- 
tion representing hundreds of 
.Protestant schools - have not 
assc-ssed their buildings, or have 

madc~plcccmcal'sctsmic repairs - 

because of financial constraints. 

Unlike public sdiools, private 
schools can even legally be locat- 
ed on or near earthquake faults. 
One Berkeley school has been 
housed for several years in a his- 
toric former public school 
believed to sit on the Hayward 
fault. 

**I think private school build- 
ings throughout the state need to ' 
be evaluated," said Tom Tobin, 
who pushed for a survey in the 
Ibtc 1980s as seismic commission 
executive director. “We will find 
that these buildings will over- 
whelmingly perform well in 
quaku.s, but a significant number 
will threaten thclives of kids. ... 

Ron Reynolds, head of the 
California Association of Private 
School Organizations, said he 
favors a survey if it would lead to 
state help. “It is important to get 
a handle on the magnitude of the 
need so it can be addressed,” 
said Reynolds, whose group rep- 
resents three-quarters of the pri- 
vate schools. 

Legislation passed by both

Althougli no schools have col- 
lapsed in recent quakes, many

Private schools, some experts

;'ihc Field Act, adopted after 
schools crumbled in the 1933 
Long Beach quake. 

Instead, they have been sub- 
ject lo the same local commer- 
diil building rules as theaters or 
retail stores. A 1986 law tough- 
ened review of new private 
school' construction, but it did 
not address several thousand 
. - schools built before then. 

Seismic protection for private 
schools is complicated by their 
fragmented organiz.-uions, limit- 
ed resources and consriturional 

issues such ns equal protection 
and separation of church and 
state. 

Such matters surfaced in the 
mid-1980s when a committee 
' formed by the state's seismic 
' commis.sion concluded there was

Dying to connect 


TF theater ministry hopes production opens eyes of parents, educators

TWIN FALLS - Every school in 
America is a potential Columbine. 

Ac least that’s what the director and 
cast members of a new play abaut 
school violence believe. ^ 

Alison Holman, cast member of 
“Bang, Bang, You’re Dead” and Twin 
Falls High School student, never used 
to think there was a possibility of one 
of her classmates would shoot other 
students at a school in Twin Falls. 

But then she read a paper a sixth< 
grade boy that talked about killing 
and how it was OK. That is what 
opened her eyes, she said. 

And that’s why die is involved with 
the production of "Bong, Bang ,You'rc 
Dead," written by Oregon playwright 
William Mastrosimanc. 

"Bang, Bang, You're Dead" is the 
latest prajea by Light of the AVorld 
Productions, a local theater ministry 
founded by bfatt Frantz timt produced 
Andrew Lloyd Webbtu- and Tim Rice's 
“Jesus Christ Superstar" last summer. 
And it alms to make the point that 
" evety parent, every farhily, every com- 
munity, every school could be a heart- 
beat away from tragedy. 

"I want to get the message across to 
' students before they decide to go in 
and shoot their schoolmates,” Holman 
said. 

Other ast members and production 
staH echo that sentiment. 

”I personally think it's very safe

said Frantz, who's directing the pro- 
duction. "Anybody who thinks this 
can’t happen to them is dead tvrong. 
No town is exempt from this. There 
arc kidis made to fed tike outsiders in 
every school across the nation. It’s of 
utmost importance to Twin Fal^” 

Since the production will only run 
three nights for the genera! public, 
Frantz hopes school administrators 
will decide to welcome the production 
into local schools this fail and winter. 

"This play can lead to discussions 
that can lead to some answers,” he 
said. "Somewhere along thejine well 
find some answers.” 

City council members, educators, 
law enforcement officers, judges and 
epunse^rs havejo.becn asked.to, 
attend sui by-tnvitatidh-only premiere 
Wednesday night to see how the play 

can benefit schools. 

“Oftentimes, these kids dMt’t have 
due one that it’s (school violence) 
going to create consequences,” Frantz 


• 'said. “CNN does a -good job covering 
the event, but after the news cameras 
leave they don’t realize they’re going 
to go to jail for the rest of their life. 

”1 see a need to bring this out in the 
open, to talk about it," he said. Teen- 
agers are doing honific things to each 
other, even pre-teens." 

By showing the consequences of vio- 
lence, and the demise of a fictional 
shooter, the pby will make the results 
obvious, cast member Kadc Wiersma i 
said. I 

”Not only docs he Idll us (the play’s I 
victims)." she said. ”But he kills him- 
self too. His life revolves around a 
cement celL" 

The production will be taken any- 
where that Light of the World is 
asked to perform it. Frantz said. 

This is theater with a message," he 
said. 

"1 think parents, teachers and 
everyone should be concerned and 
trant this message to be brought to 
kids,” Holman added. "It is a good 
pre\’cmive step. It’s not the answer, 
but it can help.”

Sodeiy expects men to walk tall 
throu^ their grief, yet offers little 
male-related support. man 
we talked to felt he made the jour- 
ney alone, even when friet^ and 
family were around. 

**1 becune furious^ bu^," says 
Farrington, whose wife died one 

- month before their 50th anniver- 
sary. “I went through all the 
swings of emotion; anger, fear, 
loneliness. Being busy helped" 

Keeping busy also protected 
him from predators. 

A year after his wife died. 

- anotber-woman askod-him-to- 
spend a Saturday night in her bed 
“Oh, I can't do thatl" Farrington 
said “Pm the cookie chairman at 
church tomorrow morning." 

There is no “manly" way to 
grieve, the experts say.

Stereotypes ebdst because they 
often are true. “Many irieri arc 
what I call 'instrumental griev- , 
ers,"’ says Ken Doka, senior con- * 
sultant for the Hospice 
Foundation of America. “They 
grieve in a more cognitive way." 

In other words, they don’t show

and manly." Doka says. Men who 
do ciy ore “warm and fuzzy.” 

*H)n the other hand, wc expect 
women to be more emotionai, so 
when they approach grief in a cog- 
nitive way, wc titink they arc cold

Men and women switch roles in 
widowhood 

Men often have to learn to be 
more caring and more social in 
widowhood, says Phyllis R. 
Silverman, an expert on social 
development and bereavement. 
“Women often hold the home 
tt^jethcr and men depend on them 
to be their social sccrciaiy.” 

On the other hon^ women who 
are wdowed often have to Icam to 
be more self-reliant, she says. 
*Tlicre*s a crossover.” 


Silverman co-wrote “Widower 
When Men Arc Left Alone" 
(Baywood Publishing Co., 
Amityvillc, N.Y.). “We have to 
become more aware," she says, “of 
people’s long-term needs to 
grieve." 

Not n great proponent of grief 
groups - "They sometimes dcprii’c 
people of what they can do for ' 
themselves” - ihc docs encourage 
widowers to reach out to a friend, 
to otlicrs. 

“I think a bereavement service 
of some kind is necessaiy," says 
Joan Gibala, senior program spe- 
cialist with the American 
Association of Retired Persons' 
grief and loss service. “That can 
be talking to somebody who's 
bc^ widowed It can be a support 
group. Wc do three online grief 


support groups each week, and 
some people prefer that anonymi- 
ty. Some people read extensively; 
others keep journals. 

"The important thing is; Don’t 
ignore it." 

Jim Conway joined four grief 
groups after the death of his wife, 
Sally, in 1997. (Tlieir story, "Till 
Death Do Us Pan," was chronicled 
in 'a special Orange County 
Register feature describing how 
Conway cared at home for his 
wife, a breast cancer patient.) 

Conway, 67, a minister and 
author of "Men In Mid-Life Crisis" ' 
and other books on midlife mar- 
riage issues, believes in group 
therapy. He visited a therapist 
during the months he cared for his 
dying wife and continues those vis- 
its today.

tell it, almost no cares. Tlic cou- 
ple are modern-day nomads 
whose shelter is the 34-foot 
ettmper they linid with their pick- 
up inick. 

Until they hit the road four 
years ago, home was Springfield, 
Mo, Thi.s summer it’s Mar-Lynn 
I.ake Park, a campground on 
.state Rome 303 in Strcctsboro 
where the Myerses have parked 
their home on wheels, rolled out 
their awning and mode them- 
selves comfortable until it’s time 
to move on in September. 

“Our kids think we’re crazy, " 
Hilda Myers says. 

T«i these retirees, though, it’s 
an ideal life. The Myerses arc two 
of an estimated 1 million to 2 mil- 
lion U.S. ‘’full-timers,’’ recreation- 
al vehicle enthusiasts who hove 
pulled up roots and taken to the 
road year-round, says Jeff 
Heddow, a spokesman for the 
Recreational Vehicle Industry 
Association. While data on the 
trend arc almost impossible lo 
compile, "our sense is that It's a 
growing phenomenon,” he says, 

. ^tany, siich'ds the Myerses, are* 
retirees, but there- ore also 
younger, full-timers, including 
families who home-school their 
children on the road. 


Most full-timers aren’t exactly - 

roughing it. Cellul.nr phones and 
e-mail keep friends and relatives 
in touch with people on the move; 
ihe-Jniemct makes information- 
gathering practically instanta-

The 
Myerses’ RV. for example, has 
slidc-out extensions on either side 
that widen the main living area to 
13 by 20 feet, os well as amenities 
such as a satellite dish, 
miffowavc oven, air conditioning 
, and full-size washer and dryer. 
The Myerses even have a eat, 
Theodore, who's a full-time 
indoor RVer. 

The campground provides elec- 
trical and pnonc connectloas, but 
their RV has baiierics that can 
power the heat and lights and a 
refrigerator that can be switched 
to propone if they stop some- 
where without hookups, called 
“to camping’^or “boondockiug." 
Like many full-timers, the 
Myerses hove tbccllular phone, 
thougli it doesn't always work In 
the depths of national parks, far .

Moore, a full-timer who is origi- 
nally from Toledo but recently 
was calling Georgia home. He is 
president of the full-timers diop- 
ter of Bounders of America, a 
2, 000-member organization of 
owners of Fleetwood Bounder 
motor liomcs. 

Moore and his wife, Karol, have 
lived and traveled since 1992 in 
(heir Bounder, towing a ear with a 
14-fooi aluminum boat anchored 
p its roof. Their motor home is 40 
feet long -.“as long as n school 
bus, Moore says - and 8 feet 
wide, or 320 square feet. “Tliat’s 
as much room as in a mobile 
home. We jast keep our wheels 
on and keep on the road," he 
says. 

Tlic road has taken the couple 
10 Alaska twice and practically 
everywhere else in the United 
States - so many platCs that 
.Moore finds it easier to name the 
stales they haven’t visited than 


the ones they have.

A pic- 
ture above (he banquette in 
their motor home shows Marge, a 
former beauty salon owner, cut- 
ting the hair of one of the 
Millers’ traveling buddies as 
they rode on the train. "I have 
pictures of me cutting her hair 
all over the United States,” she 
says. 

The Millers aren’t typical full- 
timers in that they keep a home 
base - 0 semipermanent, 38-by- 
12-foot home called a park model 
that stays year-round at the Mar- 
Lynn campground - in addition 
to their motor home. The Millers, 
both retirees, sold their three- 
bedroom house in Sufficld, got 
rid of most of their clothing and 
possessions and moved to the 
campground in December. - 
“You talk about downsizing,” 
Marge Miller says. “My son said, 
'Mom, you’re trying to put 20 
powds in a 10-pound box’” 

The arrangement is a compro- - 
misc, she says. The couple had 
intended to live year-round in 
. their motor home, but their three 
granddaughters balked at the 
idea. “They wanted to know 
they’d have a place to come to. I 
just couldn't take that away from 
them." 


A. While each of our 50 states 
allows people to appoint agents 
under durable powers of attor- 
ney so that financial matters can 
be handled at incapadty, this in 
and of itself docs not mean that 
financial institutions presented 
with these documents will 
always accept them. 

This is especially true when 
the instirudon believes that the 
document is too “stale.” 
Although the “sialeness doc- 
trine” is not included in any 
state laiv, it has been adopted by 
, many finandal tnsdtutions even 
■ though'thjs ^sidbn 'deafly vio- 
lates durable power of attorney 
laws. 

That said, your question 
becomes one of economics: Is it 
lc.ss ex pensive to fight th e ino l. 
lution in court, get a new docu- 
ment signed (if possible) or, if 
that is impossible, bring a con- 
servatorship action in the pro- 
bate or surrogate court? Until 
Slate legislatures take aggres- 
sive roles and outlaw the posi- 
tions taken by some financial 
institutions, these problems will 
condnuc. 

That's why people should con- 
sider updadng their documents 
every two to three years. In the 
meanwhile, whatever course of 
action you may deddo id take, 
once you do get access to the 
funds, we believe that the first 
order of bu.sincss should be to 
move them to another institu- 
tion.
